“Close Calls 




I guess if every one of us would 
think back when we were kids, we 
could recall events that took place 
which we could label as close calls. 
Our survival depended on either 
we were lucky or perhaps the 
Good Lord had plans for us to 
keep us around for a while longer. 

I have had many close calls in 
life. I will mention a few. 

Many of the young boys dur¬ 
ing my time had a BB gun. We 
were not supposed to shoot at 
animals, people, near the house or 
road. As long as our parents were 
close by, we obeyed the rules. 
When they were not around we 
found forbidden targets. 

One day I was playing cowboy 
near the barn. Dad’s old rubber 
tired farm wagon was sitting close 
by. I backed several steps away, 
pretending the wagon was the 
enemy. I commanded the wagon 
to “raise its hands.” Of course the 
wagon did not obey. I fired toward 
one of the rubber tires. In a split 
second I felt a sting between my 
ear and the side of my head. The 
BB had ricocheted. I was unhurt, 
but the result could have been 
disastrous. 

Another time a friend and I 
were riding horses. When a car 
would come down our road we 
would race the car for a short dis¬ 
tance. We would go as fast as the 
horse could run. I was flying away 
and my horse stumbled and I went 
flying. I lost my hat and the fall 


partially knocked me out. I was 
able to get up and begin looking 
for my hat. There was a thin flat 
rock near and I picked it up think¬ 
ing it was my hat. My neighbor 
helped me catch my horse and had 

me sit down. Another close 

call. 

School officials now will close a 
school if any trace of asbestos or 
mercury is detected, and rightly so. 
I attended elementary school at 
Goforth. In the winter months, 
the only place we had to play was 
in the basement. The heating and 
plumbing pipes were insulated in a 
covering of thick asbestos. We 
would throw a basketball through 
the pipes and dust would fly. This 
practice was not smart. Maybe 
that’s the reason my wife tells me 
that I am now a little “addle head¬ 
ed.” We would also get old ther¬ 
mometers, break the glass gauge 
and pour the Mercury into our 
hands. We thought it was fun to 
let the mercury flow from hand to 
hand. Little did we know of the 
danger. 

I guess the most serious close 
call I ever had was in our farm 
pond. It was midsummer and very 
hot. My friend and I were perhaps 
nine or ten and at a stage when we 
felt bullet proof and invincible. 
We knew we were not supposed to 
be swimming in the pond, but we 
thought we could cool off and no 
one would ever know. Neither of 
us could swim, but we had no fear. 


We were having a big time and I 
strayed a bit farther out than I 
should. My head went under and 
I began thrashing. My friend 
extended his arm as far as he 
could, without going under him¬ 
self and was able to barely catch 
my fingers in his which gave me a 
pull toward the bank. Some way or 
other, I know the Good Lord was 
an important part of that event. 

Probably the most realistic 
close call I ever had was in a 
dream. I don’t dream a lot, but 
when I do my dreams usually are 
silly or even frightening. 

One of my dreams was quite 
realistic and enjoyable. I dreamed I 
was in southern California along 
the coast line. The sun was shin¬ 
ing. I was driving a red convert¬ 
ible. I had a full head of hair and it 
was blowing in the wind. I had 
plenty of money and I had a Play¬ 
boy Bunny sitting next to me. All 
is well with the world. Now, the 
dream takes a turn. I had made a 
turn off the highway seeking a 
fancy place to dine. When I 
stopped at the stop sign, there was 
a large flowering shrub nearby. 
Someone stepped out from behind 
the bush. IT WAS MY WIFE! 

I suppose the shock of her 
appearance startled me so that I 
awoke. I was so happy that this 
close call was only a dream. I tried 
to go back to sleep and finish the 
dream, but I was not successful. 


Drugs: Is There Any Hope? 


Approximately five years past, I 
was talking with a government offi¬ 
cial in Breathitt County, one who 
was widely respected in Breathitt for 
his work ethic and who had a vast 
knowledge of his constituents. He 
said that during the previous year 
there had been 96 deaths in Brea¬ 
thitt and 66 of them were drug 
related. 

This past week I was talking to a 
former government official in Pend¬ 
leton County who asked me if I 
thought there was any hope in curb¬ 
ing the widespread use of drugs, 
legal and/or illegal. “You know,” he 
said, “I’ve been told that just one 
shot of heroin can often be all that 
it takes to become addicted! I’ve 
never seen our drug problem so 
bad!” 

And, now our Ky. Legislature 
has passed a bill to legalize the grow¬ 
ing of hemp, a plant used exten¬ 
sively during World War II to pro¬ 
duce rope. Governor Beshear said 
he would allow it to become law 
without his signature, presumably 
because he does not wish to be 
blamed when we see the results. 

He knows or should know why 
hemp was made illegal in the first 
place; namely, because this is the 
plant whose berries can be ground 
into a product that is smoked as 
marijuana. The law seeks to sidestep 
the issue of this secondary use of 
hemp by having the Ky. State Police 
approve all potential growers. But 
keeping young hands out of these

plantings will be much more diffi¬ 
cult than protecting a watermelon 
patch. Particularly when the major¬ 
ity in our nation do not see any¬ 
thing wrong with smoking pot. 

And, I admit that marijuana is 
not a hard drug but counter quickly 
by saying that it can lead and often 
does to something more potent, 
sometimes found in a body in a 
morgue. 

Our attitude toward drugs is 
part of a much larger pattern of 
disintegration of our society, much 
of it within the lifetime of those of 
us who are rounding third and 
headed for home. The abolition of 
the Ten Commandments from our 
public schools...the sexual revolu¬ 
tion which has resulted in an assault 
on marriage...the rise of gays and 
same sex marriage.. .the killing of 
over 50 million babies...the notion 
that there is no right nor wrong... 
things are more important than 
persons.. .why should I work; let the 
government take care of me.. .spend 
now, pay later...and, a collective 
Christian faith that is so weak and 
ingrown that it is hardly more than 
a Burying Club. 

I am reminded of Nikita 
Khrushchev who said to western 
ambassadors in Poland in 1956, 
“We (Communism) will bury you,” 
implying that we will die from 
within. He was wrong about his 
brand of Communism, but we are 
haunted by his proclamation that 
We will die from within! 

Now back to the question: Is 


there any hope? Dr. Wayne Wright 
in his book, Senior Moments with 
Solomon speaks to this issue. 
Although writing primarily for 
Christians, he sets forth some prin¬ 
ciples that offer a glimmer of hope 
for confronting the devastating drug 
problem facing our nation: 

“There is no road to yesterday.” 
Interpreted, we cannot turn the 
clock backward. We need to look 
forward to the future and how we 
can make a positive difference in the 
lives of our youth. Bemoaning the 
sad state of affairs is counterproduc¬ 
tive. 

“Think twice before you say too 
much about the good old days.’ It is 
better to work, pray, and expect 
there is much good yet to come.” 

And, “The important element 
in our changing world is to keep 
true to that which made the good 
old days good! The clear presenta¬ 
tion of Bible truth and the ministry 
of the Holy Spirit produce life 
change. Always has, always will.” 

Many secular naysayers will 
undoubtedly scoff at the above prin¬ 
ciples, saying that we are advocating 
Christian ideas to confront a public 
problem. That is true, but Paul Har¬ 
vey some 30 years past said that a 
person enmeshed in drugs had less 
than a 5% chance of being cured 
and that the most effective cure had 
to do with a religious experience.

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ACLU targets Gideon Bible distribution

The Kentucky branch of the 
American Civil Liberties Union has 
sent an open records request to 
superintendents in all of the state’s 
174 school districts, seeking infor¬ 
mation on how religious groups 
and other outside organizations 
distribute literature. The letter also 
names the distribution of Bibles by 
members of Gideons International. 

“Specifically, it has become 
apparent that public elementary 
schools throughout the Common¬ 
wealth routinely permit members 
of the Gideons International — a 
religious organization whose pros¬ 
elytizing methods include the dis¬ 
tribution of Bibles and New Testa¬ 
ments — to distribute religious lit¬ 
erature directly to students during 
school hours. In just the past few 
years, for example, several public 
school districts have been confront¬ 
ed with parents’ objections to this 

E ractice, and in some instances it 
as become evident that public 
school officials have allowed this 
practice to occur for many years,” 
in the letter from William E. Sharp, 
staff attorney for ACLU of Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Casey County Superintendent 
Linda Hatter said that she received 
the letter on Monday and is work¬ 
ing with Board Attorney Winter 
Huff to answer it. 

“We’re going to review all the 
policies pertinent to this and we 
follow the Kentucky School Board 
Association guidelines on this,” 
Huff said, adding that the response 
— required by law to be mailed 
within three days — may be that 
the board is gathering the informa¬ 
tion. 

“We’ll send them the policies 
that we believe respond to this,” she 
said. 

Brad Hughes, spokesman for 
the Kentucky School Board Asso¬ 
ciation, cited Kentucky law as their 
policy. 

“No book or other publication 
of a sectarian, infidel, or immoral 
character, or one that reflects on 
any religious denomination shall be 
used or distributed in any school,” 
states KRS. 158.190. 

Liberty Elementary School 
Principal Boyd Harris said that 
members of the Gideons Interna¬ 
tional were in LES last year to offer 
New Testaments to students who 
wanted one. 

“I’ve been in the room when 
they were here. They introduce 
themselves as Gideons and tell stu¬ 
dents they can have a New Testa¬ 
ment if they want one. There wasn’t 
ever any kind of pressure as far as 
them taking the material. I also 
never had anyone question it here 
as far as a parent, or anyone from 
outside, to raise a question about 
this,” Harris said. 

Additionally, Hatter said that 
she has had no complaints about 
the Gideons in her 10 years as 
superintendent. 

Gary Richardson, Chief Oper¬ 
ating Officer for Gideons Interna¬ 


tional in Nashville, said that their 
only response to the ACLU inquiry 
is to follow school board policy. 

“From our standpoint, what 
work we do is through the school 
board and we follow whatever 
direction they give us,” he said. 
“That’s our standard practice.” 

Richardson said that the orga¬ 
nization doesn’t want any school 
district to get embroiled in a costly 
court battle. 

“We’re going to do what’s best 
for the school board. Our desire is 
not to see them get into a lawsuit,” 
Richardson said. 

With the letter sent to superin¬ 
tendents, the ACLU of Kentucky 
asked district superintendents to 
ensure that the issue is addressed 
prior to next school year, but it also 
said that the ACLU might seek to 
resolve the issue in the courts 
through litigation. 

The ACLU alleges that school 
districts overstep their bounds in 
allowing groups such as Gideons 
International to distribute religious 
materials in public elementary 
schools. 

“Directing the religious 


upbringing of one’s own children is 
one of the most fundamental rights 
a parent can have. When govern¬ 
ment officials, including school 
officials, take it upon themselves to 
usurp that parental prerogative, 
they exceed their governmental 
authority and undermine religious 
liberty. The ACLU of Kentucky 
fully supports the rights of all reli¬ 
gious groups to promote their mes¬ 
sage of faith. Government officials, 
however, cannot allow our public 
elementary schools to be used by 
others to promote one religion over 
another,” said ACLU of Kentucky 
Executive Director Michael 
Aldridge. 

There are a couple of states that 
have had their own rulings on this 
issue and have passed a bill permit¬ 
ting the schools in that state to 
allow Gideon's distribution of 
Bibles in schools.

Miami where they calculated how 
long it would take a vehicle to run 
out of gas after the fuel tank was hit 
with a bullet at a shootout. I have 
never worked in, or even seen a 
comm center where the equipment 
and computers are as sophisticated 
as the ones they carry in their vehi¬ 
cles. The response and images they 
get in an instant always make me 
laugh. I would love to work in the 
center that has access to these com¬ 
puters! Maybe NASA or the NSA, 
but not here in little of Florida. 

Do you know what it takes to be 
a public safety telecommunicator? 

First the logistics of the profes¬ 
sion are enough to send most sane 
people running for the hills. So let 
me get this straight. I will be work¬ 
ing under moments of extreme 
stress that may turn into hours or 
even an entire shift? I may be man¬ 
dated to work overtime, even after I 
just finished a 12-hour shift and 
haven’t had a day off in a week? I am 
responsible for every call I take, 
dispatch or transfer? Every mode of 
communication in my center is 
recorded and may be pulled by the 
media, supervisors and members of 
the general public? I will be scruti¬ 
nized for any mistakes I may make, 
and those mistakes have the poten¬ 
tial to harm someone and may 
prove to be fatal? I am expected to 
be professional and polite to every 
member of the public that I come 
into contact with no matter how 
they treat me? I get to work nights, 
weekends, holidays and my daugh¬ 
ter’s birthday? I will probably not 
get a raise, and may even face work¬ 
ing short staffed due to budget 
constraints? I will be expected to be 
able to multi-task under the most 
demanding situations ever and be 
expected to do all of this with abso¬ 
lute accuracy? I will be exposed to 
some of the most horrible situa¬ 
tions, see and hear the worst of the 
worst-so much so that I will need 
to be aware of things like crisis situ¬ 
ations, critical incident stress and 


accumulative stress? And I can have 
all this for under $25,000 per year, 
with little to no recognition? Where 
do I sign? 

And that is just the beginning. 
We are ever evolving in our profes¬ 
sion. Technology is changing at 
lightning speed, introducing Next- 
Gen 9-1-1, interoperability net¬ 
works, VoIP, FirstNet, and much 
more. We are expected to know and 
stay up to date on new trends and 
policies in our field. Some of us are 
now required to be certified by the 
state, which requires hours and 
hours of classroom and hands-on 
training, and in addition to our on- 
the-job training. Training is moving 
toward standardization and, hope¬ 
fully, someday soon we will see a 
national training standard for all 
9-1-1 public safety workers. We 
have multiple screens in front of us 
every day and are required to know 
how to operate and monitor all of 
them. Our phones are now comput¬ 
erized, and you have to be logged in 
before you can even answer a call. 
Continuing education is crucial 
now. 

Sometimes our work environ¬ 
ment can be as trying as the job 
itself. Some of us work in cramped 
spaces, with little time for breaks— 
if we are lucky enough to get one at 
all. Eating at our work stations, our 
food usually goes cold because we 
have discovered that there is a direct 
correlation between a foot chase 
and the bell on the microwave. Per¬ 
sonality can be a big problem for 
some of us. Stuck in close quarters 
with a roomful of type A personali¬ 
ties can make for a long shift. 
Cranky fields units, even crankier 
members of the community calling 
in to complain to us, and about us. 
They like to tell us how to do our 
jobs and want everything immedi¬ 
ately. Calls for service that don’t 
really fall in our line of work, like 
parenting or civil issues or my per¬ 
sonal favorites, electric or plumbing 
problems. When does the parade 
start? When can we take our kids 


trick or treating? When is daylight 
saving time? What time does school 
start? Did they cancel the fireworks? 
The school bus didn’t pick up my 
kids. Wow, I could really go on and 
on with this but I think you get the 
idea. So, you still want to be a dis¬ 
patcher? 

If you can take on all the things 
that I just mentioned and many 
more that I am sure I missed, then 
you my friend are in for the most 
demanding and challenging job you 
will ever love. If you can overcome 
and adapt, if you can perform on a 
team and be a forward thinker, if 
you can prepare for the worst day in 
and day out, then you just might 
find yourself in the most rewarding 
career there is (in my humble opin¬ 
ion): public safety. If you can han¬ 
dle all the cons, let me tell you 
about the pros: 

You will find the most awesome 
people in public safety. It is so true 
when we say “family.” We have that 
love-hate relationship that you find 
so common with siblings. You 
might hate your co-workers one 
minute, but the next, when the 
chips are down, they will be the first 
ones to back you up or if needed, 
pick you up. We all feel the pain 
when one of us falls or makes the 
ultimate sacrifice. We are the first 
ones to have that bake sale or car 
wash to raise funds for someone in 
the family in need. 

Along with the bad, there is 
good. Helping bring a baby into the 
world that didn’t want to wait for 
mom and dad to get to the hospital, 
assisting in locating a lost child, 
helping calm someone who has just 
been victimized, getting that officer 
his backup when he can’t speak for 
himself, organizing all your 
resources for your command staff 
on scene at a huge multi-jurisdic- 
tional incident and giving pre-arriv¬ 
al instructions until help arrives can 
be the most gratifying moment of 
your busy day. Of course, getting 
that call from someone in the field 
to say thank you for doing a good

Creative ways to increase your 

fruit and vegetable intake 

We all know that we should 
eat at least five servings of fruits 
and vegetables a day, but many of 
us don’t get the recommended 
servings. Fruits and vegetables are 
important to our diet, because 
they provide necessary nutrients 
and are high in dietary fiber and 
low in calories, fat and cholester¬ 
ol. The 2010 Dietary Guidelines 
for Americans recommend that 
you make half your plate fruits 
and vegetables. 

Spring is an excellent time to 
try to incorporate more fruits and 
vegetables into your diet, as all of 
them will be in-season at some 
point in the coming months. In- 
season produce is the peak of a 
particular fruit or vegetable’s 
Freshness, which means its flavor 
is going to be wonderful. 

Spring is also a time when 
many local farmers markets kick 
off their season. Shopping at a 
farmers market will not only give 
you the freshest produce possible 
but also gives you the opportunity 
to support local farmers and the 
local economy. 

Incorporating more fruits and 
vegetables in your diet may seem 
like an impossible task, but here 
are some easy ways to do so. 

Add fresh fruit to either cooked or 
whole grain cereal. 

* Add berries or other fruits to 
pancake batter. 

* Add applesauce to a peanut 
butter sandwich. 

* Try raw vegetables with cot¬ 
tage cheese or yogurt dip. 

* Add vegetables to a tortilla to 
make either a vegetable quesadilla 
or breakfast burrito. 

* Add chopped vegetables to an 
omelet, quiche or frittata. 

* Try baked bagel chips with 
homemade salsa made from ingre¬ 
dients you purchased at the farm¬ 
ers market. 

* If you don’t like the taste of a 
particular fruit, try preparing it in 
a different way, as it may actually 
be the texture you do not like. 

Below are a couple of recipes 
developed by Sandra Bastin, Uni¬ 


versity of Kentucky foods and 
nutrition extension professor, 
which you may also want to try. 

Zippy Coleslaw 
Yield: 8 servings 

Slaw 

• 1 small cabbage head, grated 

• l A purple cabbage head, grat¬ 
ed 

• 2 carrots, grated 

• Vi cup green onions, sliced 

Zippy Dressing 

• 1 cup mayonnaise, low fat 

• Vi cup sour cream 

• 6 tablespoons cider vinegar 

• 3 tablespoons molasses 

• 1 poblano pepper, grilled or 
roasted, peeled, minced 

Combine slaw ingredients 
together in a large bowl. Combine 
dressing ingredients in a small 
bowl. Toss the slaw and dressing 
together and refrigerate to devel¬ 
op flavors for at least one hour. 
Nutritional Analysis (1/2-cup): 
170 calories, 4 grams protein, 30 
grams carbohydrates, 5 grams fat 
Fruit Kabobs 
Yield: 4 servings 

• 1 cup pear, chunks 

• 1 cup honeydew, chunks 

• 1 cup cantaloupe, chunks 

• 1 cup strawberries, halved 

• Vi cup blueberries 

• Lemon juice 

• 1 cup plain yogurt, fat-free 

• 2 cups granola 

• 8, 6-inch bamboo skewers 

Toss fruit in a small amount of 

lemon juice to stop browning. 
Alternate fruit chunks on the 
skewer with a blueberry between 
each. To serve, dip fruit in yogurt, 
coating all sides. Put granola into 
a shallow bowl and roll kabobs. 

Nutritional Analysis (2 
kabobs): 330 calories, 14 grams 
protein, 63 grams carbohydrates, 
9 grams fat 

Note: For smaller kabobs, use half 
the fruit on each kabob for 8 serv- 
ings.

Providing summer pasture for 
horses 

Pasture provides a significant 
percentage of horses’ nutrient 
needs. Although horses have 
more grass than they can con¬ 
sume in the spring when mois¬ 
ture is adequate, the hot, dry 
conditions of summer greatly 
reduce available pasture. Good 
management is the key to get¬ 
ting through this growth slump. 
Some livestock producers might 
use temporary summer pasture 
to overcome the summer growth 
slump. However, horse owners 
do not have this option, because 
many forages used for summer 
pastures are not suitable for 
horses. For example, a beef cattle 
producer might use a sorghum- 
sudan hybrid. Horse owners 
should avoid this hybrid because 
it is known to cause serious 
problems in their animals. 

Pearl millet is a potential for¬ 
age for horse pastures during 
summer growth slumps. Owners 
considering this forage need to 
practice good grazing manage¬ 
ment strategies such as rotating

horses off pasture when it has 
been grazed to five to six inches 
high. 

Rotational grazing on cool 
summer forages is another way 
to provide some pasture during 
the growth slump. When using 
this system, it is important to 
prevent overgrazing. 

Dividing pastures with an 
electric fence is a cost-effective 
way to allow horses to graze one 
area while limiting access to oth¬ 
ers until the forage is needed. 
Owners need to limit time on an 
area so horses do not graze the 
forage below three to four inch¬ 
es. 

If conditions limit pasture re¬ 
growth, owners may establish a 
“sacrifice area” to feed hay and 
grain to meet horses’ nutritional 
needs. Using a suitable feeder 
will reduce hay waste. “Sacrifice 
areas” are similar to a dry lot, but 
are an effective way to protect 
the remaining pastures.
